Nine different deductions from a worker’s pay 
cheque are not unusual now that the regular bite 
for the Canadian Pension Plan has begun, reports a 
financial writer for the Toronto Globe and Mail. His 
survey lists the collections that employers must make 
for governments as personal income tax, pensions, 
hospital insurance and unemployment insurance. 
Other deductions may cover union dues, group life 
insurance, medical services, charitable donations 
and the savings bond plan. Employers do not relish 
the prospect but they will not be surprised if the 
list is extended in the future. 

The deductions can bring reductions in take- 
home pay of 20 to 25 per cent. As an example, from 
the payroll records of a food manufacturing company 
employing 950 workers, an employee who is married 
and has one child and earns $92 a week has deduc¬ 
tions of $19.54 and a take-home pay of only $72.46. 

Apart entirely from the money deducted from 
the employee’s pay, or the matching contributions 
made by the employer, the cost of making the col¬ 
lections has become a formidable expense. A manu¬ 
facturing company in London, Ontario, says that des¬ 
pite the installation of data processing machines, 
clerical payroll staff today is double that needed ten 
years ago for the same number of employees, A 
Montreal department store with 1,000 employees 
estimates that its bookkeeping costs for payroll de¬ 
ductions now equal one per cent of total payroll — 
which would seem to be an expense of about $50,000 
a year and which, of course, would have to be passed 
on to the store’s customers. Further to this point, 
since wage and salary payments in Canada now 
total $25 billion a year, the extra cost to business of 
administering payroll deductions could be in the 
neighborhood of $200 million a year — a business 
expense that, of course, has to be recovered in higher 
prices. 

The deductions-at-source system is no boon to 
the public or business, but it is to others. Labor 
unions, for instance, would find it difficult and per¬ 
haps impossible to achieve 100 per cent collection of 
dues without the check-off. For governments it is an 
efficient and infallible way of collecting both income 
taxes and welfare contributions. It not only saves 
them administrative costs and bother, but any. resent¬ 
ment over cuts in take-home pay is likely to be aimed 
entirely at the boss. In the case of income taxes, 
where the worker theoretically has until April 30th 
of any year to remit what he owes on his previous 
year’s earnings, it makes collections on a pay-in- 
advance basis without the worker even being aware 
of it. 

But for both business and workers, the deduc¬ 
tions - at - source system is a sort of writ of garnishee 
against which there is no appeal.

Small Swindles 


Construction work on what is to be Canada's 
biggest building, the 56-storey Toronto - Dominion 
Centre, was recently stalled ten floors short of the 
top by yet another test of power between unions. By 
an earlier agreement, iron workers were to attach 
the metal window frames to the outside of the Tor¬ 
onto skyscraper and glaziers were to install the glass 
from the inside. But the former union later decided 
that its members should have the whole job. 

A wildcat strike could have exposed the iron 
workers to a fine of $100 a day, but there is no law 
against quitting a job. So the union instructed its 
men to report to the job, stay the required two hours, 
then quit. The next day, if men were available, a new 
crew worked two hours. "I don’t have anything 
against the job,” one iron worker told the press, “but 
if I didn’t quit, they might have kicked me out of 
the union.” 

If employers ever pulled the small swindles 
commonly used by unions, the air would be blue with 
charges of exploitation and injustice.

Now that holiday time is draw¬ 
ing to a close, there is more time 
for farmers to think about Farm 
Organization. Membership in the 
Farmers' Union of Alberta has 
leached a rewarding high in 1965- 
66. I hope this fall will still show 
a greater increase in membership. 

Paul Babey, Provincial President, 
visited India this past year. The 
average capita income in India is 
$69.00 U.S. dollars. Many of these 
Indian people are subsisting on 
roots, bark, and leaves and finally 
die on the streets. 

Cultivation is still done by a 
crooked stick, pulled by two 
bullocks. A harness could be devised 
lor approximately $7.00 and a steel 
plow would cost roughly $18.00. 

It was unanimously decided at 
the convention, that the Centennial 
project for each local in District 
"2 would be to send a plow for 
India. Money for the project can 
be sent to F.U.A. Head Office. 

Also, I wish to write regarding 
a Tour to Copenhagen. This trip 
is arranged by the F.U.A. and there 
are 102 seats available on a Ward 
Jet Airliner. 

This group will leave Edmonton 
October 21 for Copenhagen and re¬ 
turn November 11, via London. 
Passengers will all travel first class 
for $273.00. 

Applications for the trip are to 
be sent to F.U.A. Head Office right 
away, with payment for $100.00 
down, with balance to be payed by 
August 21. 

F.U.A. members and families are 
eligible and also friends who have 
lived in the home of F.U.A. people 
for six months. Children under two, 
travel free.

We Are “That Other Fellow** In Driving Carelessness 


We often hear people say, “It’s 
the ‘Other Fellow’ who makes 
those crazy driving mistakes.” 

Well, let’s consider for a minute 
or so, who “The Other Fellow” 
really is, and what he really does. 

“This so-called “Other Fellow” 
drives too fast for conditions, 
crashing through . . . into tight 
spots, when traffic is proceeding 
with caution. 

He drives the old, unsafe car, 
loaded beyond capacity, puffing 
and careening uncertainly along 
the highway. 

Or is it she, in furs and jewels 
perhaps, driving a brand new, de¬ 
luxe car, speeding and passing 
without due consideration, and 
generally disregarding the laws of 
safety. A driver who is mighty 
miffed if called to task. 

This “Other Fellow,” seen in 
the passing motor parade, is the 
driver who fails to keep alert to 
conditions around him, or around 
her — the changes in weather or 


road surfaces; special problems 
ahead, and changes in personal 
physical condition, such as fatigue, 
sunburn or extreme warmth. 

This is the driver who takes to 
the road after an argument at 
home, or at the office, driving in 
a rage and straight into trouble. 

Or this is the driver who has 
been told by his physician to avoid 
driving, either temporarily or per¬ 
manently, but. drives anyhow, right 
into trouble. 

This “Other Fellow” is the driver 
who disregards his own safety, and 
that of others, by roaring down 
unfamiliar roads, flirting with 
death at each hill and curve. 

He is the driver who coasts 
along busy highways, enjoying the 
scenery, or conversation, while 
other drivers, at normal speeds, 
fuss and fume to the point of 
dangerous chance-taking. 

This “Other Fellow” is the 
driver of a carload of gay people 
— often a carload of youngsters — 


which speeds and weaves, flirting 
with danger, using a car as a toy 
at the thin edge of tragedy. 

There are lots of other things 
this mythical motorist does — all 
the dangerous things we stress 
when talking about traffic safety. 

There are such things as driving 
with bald tires, blown mufflers 
and one-eyed headlights. There are 
drinking drivers, absent - minded 
drivers and discourteous drivers 
. . . the people and the machines 
that populate our streets and 
highways. 

Your motor veheile department 
points out that these are the 
things that give other motorists 
lumps in their throats as they 
cause accidents and near-accidents. 

But who is this “Other Fellow,” 
really? 

The “Other Fellow” is the fel¬ 
low our neighbors see, when we 
are behind the wheel. We are the 
“Other Fellow” to everyone else. 

We are the drivers who do 


things contrary to law, and there¬ 
fore, contrary to the rules of 
traffic safety. 

We are the drivers who break 
safe driving rules, deliberately or 
otherwise. 

We are the drivers who make 
the mistakes -r- which causes the 
accidents — on highways and by¬ 
ways. Not somebody else. 

So, we, each of us, as individual 
drivers, must face the facts We 
cannot blame all the highway ac¬ 
cidents on “The Other Fellow.” 
because we are that "Other Fel¬ 
low.” He is the driver we see in 
our pocket mirror, not the rear¬ 
view mirror.

FINANCING IRRIGATION 

Policies for financing irrigation 
were discussed at the Irrigation 
Policy Conference held in Taber on 
August 3. Irrigation costs are esti¬ 
mated to be approximately 50% 
for capital works and drainage and 
50% operation and maintainenee. 

Dr. Purnell Director of Agricul¬ 
tural Economics Branch for the 
Provincial Government, outlined 
three possible ways that irrigation 
could be financed. T he y w e r e; ia) 
100%> by local district which would 
involve legislation for irrigation on 
all real and local property, an 
eligibility of everyone in a district 
to vote and serve on the Board 
and further possible finance by 
bond issue. <bi 100% finance by 
the senior governments with an 
equitable split between govern¬ 
ments with some control over 
operation, design, and administra¬ 
tion of programs. (c> or financing 
for irrigation should be related 
directly to the percentage benefits 
that are derived from irrigation. 
Last week I outlined them to be 
found as 11% for local farms, 22% 
by local area, 35% provincially, 
and 32% federally. In this plan it 
was suggested that a local irriga¬ 
tion tax would be necessary, which 
may be collected by the munici¬ 
pality. Much more detail was given 
by Dr. Purnell in his report which 
can be obtained by writing to the 
address below.

REPORT FROM 
LEGISLATURE 

by RAY SPEAKER. M.L.A. 

Uniform Traffic Legislation 

Municipal traffic bylaws enacted 
by cities, towns and villages were 
reviewed by a committee in 
1965/66 with a view to consolidat¬ 
ing these into one Provincial Uni¬ 
form Traffic Act during the 1967 
session of the legislature. The 
development of a uniform act 
would necessitate the repeal of the 
majority of existing municipal 
traffic by-laws now in force in 
the Province. 

The committee con sisting of E. 
Syska, Solicitor of Department 51 
Highways. A. MacDonald, solicitor 
of Union of Alberta Municipalities, 
D. Tompkins, solicitor of Alberta 
Motor Association, and R. Tait, 
Deputy Registrar of Motor Vehicle 
Branch reported to ' the Minister, 
Mr. Taylor, March 4, 1966. Their 
major recommendations were a 
complete redrafting of the . 
“Vehicles and Highway Act” which 
would include a uniform set of 
municipal bylaws with the name 
of this statute being changed to 
the “Uniform Traffic Act of 
Alberta”, and a transitional period 
provided to allow cities and muni¬ 
cipalities to make representations to 
the Minister should they be in dis- 
ageement with recommendations. 

I believe this is a very signifi¬ 
cant and progressive step in attain¬ 
ing a consistent rule under which 
we can drive anywhere in our 
Province, greater cooperation be¬ 
tween the municipalities and the 
Province, and a means of coping 
with the ever increasing traffic. 

Copies of the recommended 
amendments to be in a Uniform 
Traffic Act can be obtained by 
writing me at Enchant.

What is meant by Incorporating 
or making a farm into a 
company ? 

According to Alex Weir, Solici¬ 
tor with the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, a company, in the 
eyes of the law, is a group of 
people who are considered to be 
one person as far as business 
transactions are concerned. The 
directors are elected by the share¬ 
holders who have the final say in 
any major policy decisions. 

Each voting share allows the 
holder one vote at company 
meetings. Thus a farmer who gives 
his sons 49 per cent of the shares 
and retains the other 51 per cent 
for himself actually controls ■ the 
operations of an incorporated farm. 

Mr: Weir points out that this 
division of control can be set up 
in a partnership. However, it 
would end upon the death or re¬ 
tirement of one of the partners 
where as in a company it can go 
on for generations. 

A partner’s percentage of net 
profits depends upon the agreed 
split. When the figure is not pre¬ 
determined, the partners share 
equally under the law. It is im¬ 
portant to remember, says Mr. 
Weir, that although a partner re¬ 
ceiving 10 per cent of the net pro¬ 
fits is only expected to assume re¬ 
sponsibility for 10 per cent of the 
small losses, in the case of a big 
loss, he could be forced to pay 90 
or even 100 per cent of the claim 
if the other partners had no 
money. This is known as unlimited 
liability. 

Shareholders in a company, on 
the other hand, can only lose the 
money they have actually invested 
in the shares. This limited liability 
enables many young farmers to 
obtain money for capital expan¬ 
sion. Prospective business associates 
do not have to worry about losing 
their personal resources if they 
advance money to the company, 
says Mr. Weir. 

Company shareholders receive 
interest in their investment in ac¬ 
cordance with the type of shares 
they hold. For example, anyone 
wanting a steady income usually 
buys preferred shares while a 
person who wishes to gamble on 
making a bigger profit buys com¬ 
mon shares. The value of common 
shares depends upon the net worth 
of the company. 

According to Mr. Weir, deben¬ 
ture shares are sometimes used by 
a farmer who wants to provide a 
sound investment plan for his re¬ 
tirement and at the same time 
turn over the management of his 
farm to his son or sons. The 
father’s Interest remains fixed in 
accordance with the original 
agreed value of the debenture

shares, regardless of whether the 
farm increases or decreases in 
value. This means that the father 
has an assured income for the rest 
of his life, and his sons, holding 
the common shares, know that any 
increase in the farm value will be 


theirs. Mr. Weir points out that 
this arrangement, usually referred 
to as an estate plan freeze, can be 
arranged in other equally effective 
ways such as a combination of 
preferred shares and promisory 
notes.

have livestock to market this feed 
through will be able to salvage a 
portion of their crop value. Those 
who don't have cattle are in a 
much more difficult position. 

Some who intend to use this 
feed entirely on their own farm 
are running the damag d crop 
through the combine into straw 
bunchers or chaff savers. This way 
there is a certain saving over 
baling. 

The possibility of sail- to areas 
in Northern Alberta where the hay 
crop was poor is not good. If these 
areas <io find it necessary to pur¬ 
chase feed there will be little 
likelihood of the supply being 
drawn from this area. Vulcan is 
over 200 miles from the area 
where feed is short. If trucks from 
that area did come into this dis¬ 
trict they would probably be look¬ 
ing for grain to take back as a 
truck load of grain will feed more 
cows than a load of bales. 

FAIRV RINGS IN LAWNS 
There have been quite a,number 
of inquiries about this disease. 
This disease is caused by mushroom 
fungus. The fungus develops from 
a central point outward. Just like 
a rock thrown in a pond produces 
ever widening rings, the fungus 
covers a larger and larger area. 
The infected areas grow from the 
centre and in the early stages 
show up as bright green rings. 
Because the fungus develops a very 
dense root system, the grass in the 
middle eventually starves from 
lack of nutrients and water. 

The recommended control mea¬ 
sure is to punch a number of holes, 
6 inches deep in the turf of the 
infected area and nearby. Then 
water heavily. Follow up this 
treatment by several more heavy 
applications of water at 1 to 2 day 
intervals.
